The Housing Authority of the City of Winston-Salem (HAWS) will receive a HOPE VI Revitalization grant in the amount of $18,264,369, which will enable 
the Housing Authority to revitalize the Happy Hill Gardens public housing development.  The 488 existing public housing units will be demolished, and 
replaced with a 425 unit mixed-income on-site housing development and 20 off-site housing units.  The revitalized on-site mixed-income development will 
include 164 public housing units, 177 tax credit units and 84 market rate units. 99 of the onsite units and the 20 off-site residential units will be reserved for 
homeownership. The design for the new mixed-income development will incorporate the traditional architectural and landscape features of adjacent 
residential neighborhoods.  The revitalized development will contain community facilities that will provide a variety of programs for the residents.  The 
development will take place in partnership with The Communities Group. The architects for the development are Torte Gallis & Partners CHK, Inc.
